Two thousand people attended the 
lecture in the Empire auditorium last 
night Wm. J. Hindley, mayor of 


Spokane, ana tistenea io an eloquent 
exposition of the elective commission 
form of government, 

Mr. Hindley ,who has been a mem- 
ber of the Spokane city commission 
for nearly three years and has charge 
of the health department, has an in- 
timate and expert Knowledge of the 
subject of this lecture, and for nearly 
two hours, during which his forceful 
oratorical ability and his witty sallies 
elicited frequent bursts of applause, 
told of what ‘he described as the dan- 
gers and pitfalls of effete and worn- 
out systems of government, and of 
the dawning of a new day of civic 
pride, responsibility and enterprise as 
the result of the adoption of the elec- 
tive commission system. 

M. 8S. Booth, manager of the Hud- 
son's Bay store, presided. He ex- 
plained that the meeting was held 
under the auspices of the civic gov- 
ernment league, of which James 
Ramsey was chairman, and HJ. 
Roche secretary. He said they had 
no ticket to produce, and no candi- 
date to back, the movement being 
merely informational, so that if a 
plebiscite were taken the ratepayers 
could vote inteHigently on the matter. 

Speaker of the Evening 

Mr. Hindley said he was in Edmon- 
ton ten years ago in the interests of 
the Congregational Home Mission 
society. He wa here at this time on 
another missionary enterprise, but 
one of no less vital import to the 
hearts, homes and lives of the peo- 
ple. He looked forward to the time 
when politics would be eliminated 
from the nomenclature of civic af- 
tairs——not because he objected to the 
term politics, for it wasa word which, 
like the word “‘mother-in-law,” must 
be redeemed and reclaimed—but be- 
cause people treated it with derision 
and obloquy, in much the same way 
as the Irishman did the pig, “because 
it was either just going into mischief 
or just coming out of it.’ In the 
new alignment of political activities, 
a politician would not be looked on 
as a trickster or exploiter, but as a 
governmental expert, and nothing 
would hasten that day so mueh 
as taking civie affairs out of partyisin,

change his mind. A large meeting of 
those interested in Grouard was held 
one night this week in Revillon's 
Wholesale Block where the commit- 
tee was appointed, and they were not 
slow to act, 

Mr, Body has been in the city for 
the past weck in connection with this 
railroad matter and says that al- 
though it will be almost two years be- 
fore the road is finally completed 
and ready for operation this move will 
be the means of boosting the town 
considerably. 

To Visit American Centres. 

After leaving here Mr, Body will 
proceed to visit some of the American 
centres of finance including Chicago 
and New York, in an effort to dispose 
ot $100,000 worth of municipal de- 
bentures which the town council has 
decided to put upon the market. He 
will not be able to return home un- 
til the river freezes up, as all the boats 
will have ceased running before he 
returns, 

Mr. Body stated that if the people 
had not been able to pursuade the E. 
bD & B, C, to come into the town, 
that a number of local capitalists of- 
fered to furnish enough money to 
build an electric line out to meet the

MANY DEATHS OUE 
TO TUBERCULOSIS 


Plea For Co-Operation in Stamp. 
ing Out Disease is Made at 
Berlin Conference 


Leased Wire, 
Oct, 24—At the 
today statistics 
cited showing that a fifth of 
deaths among the policyholders 
private insurance companies were due 
to tuberculosis after the insured per 
sons had paid an average of only four 
years’ premiums, while a large per- 
centage of the insured persons fol- 
lowing occupations such as that of 
tailor, weaver, stone mason and post- 
man, died from consumption. 

Privy Councillor Pannawitz closed 
the discussion with an appeal for co- 
operation between insurance com- 
panies, international assuciations and 
governmental organizations for the 
purpose of fighting tuberculosis, 

A discussion followed on the subject 
of schools for children who had been 
cured of a tendency to tuberculosis. 
Dr, Francis of Berlin urged that such 
schools should be attached to ail 
sanitariums for children, 

Among the papers read was one on 
the danger of tuberculosis infection 
from milk in which Dr. G. J, 
Heimanns of Ghent, said that cow's 
milk might be contaminated by hu- 
man tubercule bacilli when taken 
from the cows or handled by persons 
suffering from tuberculosis, and that 
such milk until sterilized could evi- 
dently affect human beings.

Ottawa Separate School Board in 
.Troable With Ontario Government 
As Result of Stand on Bil.ngual 
Question. 


Ottawa, Oct. ~The stand taken 
by the Ottawa Separate School 
Hoard in regard to the bilingual ques- 
tion resulted today in the board be- 


ing notified by the Department of 
Kdueation that on account of the 


fact that there had been no report 
for the schools for the last schoot 
year to the effect that the Separate 
schools of Ottawa were conducted ac- 
cording to the Sehool Act and regu- 
lations, all grants due for the cur- 
rent fiseal year have been forfeited. 
The attention of the board is called 
in the communication to section 107 
of the regulations, which states that 
the trustees of every school shail be 
held personally responsible fer the 
upount of any school moneys forfeit- 
ed by or lost to the board in conse- 
quence of neglect of duty. 


This means that any amount of 


money equal to the gavernment grants 
may have to be»made up by the 
members of the board themselves. It 

understood that a special meeting 
of the board will be called to consider 
this communication.

OST people are inclined to smile when the actor uses the word 
M “work,” but the actor is a working man as well as an artist, a plod- 
der as well as a player, who “struts and frets his hour upon = the 
stage and then is seen more.” And the actor's working hours are noi 
confined to the brief span of a performance, in fact, the Hardest and most 
trying work is done at rehearsal, Like a legisiator the real constructive 
part of the actor's work is done behind closed doors. The legislator votes 
and speaks in public, but the things he votes for and the measures he ad- 
Vvocates are made in the committee room, 


Change the committee room to the striped stage of a theatre and 
the parallel between the two is complete. Every movement, every es- 
ture, every inflection, pause, emphasis and intonation are as carefully 
thought out for the theatrical production as the lines written by the 


author, and the hard, hammering, unremitting drill of the stage director 
is one of the most punishing experiences that any one can undergo. 

Consider that he must deal with people of tempérament, people who 
should at least have a little more than a touch of tthe divine afflatus, and 
the difficulty of his task becomes apparent, He must direct, but not drive; 
must be absolute and unquestioned master, and yet seldom assert his 
authorily; must be a keenssighted expert of stage-craft and yet never lose 
sieht of the artistic end to be accomplished, 


A rehearsal of “The Lion and Mouse,” which is being presented — this 
week at the Lyceum Theatre, under the finished direction of Harry Cor- 
nell is a revelation of what real stage direction means. Not only must 
the remarkable third act “denunciation” be handled deftly, but every 
action, every word must be timed to a fraction. Kvery member of the 
large company has a particular place with a particular work to do at 
every particular second, Meanwhile oven the leading members of — the

W. J. Story, new delegates, were seat- 
ed from South Edmonton Branch of 
Amalgamated Society. 

The business agents reported that 
Messrs. Reid, Macdonald & Brewster 
contractors for King Edward school, 
appeared to be acting in a high-hand- 
ed manner, They had ignored the 
order, it was charged, of the school 
board that the fair wage clause be 
complied with. There appeared to 
some influence at work which 
could not located when a con- 
tractor could violate his contract with 
impunity, A letter was ordered to be 
sent to Trustee Barnes, thanking him 
for his influence, 

A letter was read from the striking 
miners of Vancouver Island appeal 
ing for funds and practically every 
delegate present voiced his opinion in 
favor of these men. 

Delegate Livingstone explained that 
he came from that part of the country 
and that the miners’ fight was one 
brought about by extreme necessity. 
Other delegates spoke on the ques 
tion stating that the fight was one 
conducted by the McBride machine, 
who was taking these methods of 
fighting political opponents on 
the island. Eventually ten dollars 
was voted to the miners’ fund, 

The next item discussed was 
coming civie elections and their 
nection with organized labor. Some 
delegates mentioned that the rights 
ot labor had been ignored whilst an- 
other said that right never entered 
into the question—it was a question 
of might and power and unless the 
works asserted that power at the 
coming election any rights they might 
have would receive small considera- 
tion,

SHOOTING FOLLOWED 
POKER GAME DISPUTE 


Evidence Taken in Case cf Jose 
Lopez Charged With Murder- 
ing John Fredericsson. 


(From Evening Edition) 


Jose Lopez was charged before Jus- 
tice Simmons, in the Supreme Court 
yesterday with having murdered 
John Fredericsson at Jasper on July 
lith last. Corporal Keo, of the 
R.N,W.M.P., who was stationed in 
July at Jasper, gave evidence that on 
July 11th, at 9 p.m., he had been 
called from the police station to Ste- 
wart’s bunkhouse, where, he was 
told, a man had been shot. Arriv- 
ing there he saw accused standing 
near the house, A revolver was pro- 
truding from his right-hand hip 
pocket. 

Arrested Lopez. 

It was still daylight. A boy who 
was there pointed to Lopez as the 
man who had done the = shooting. 
Witness ran up to him and took his 
revolver from him, The gun was 
fully loaded. One of the shells had 
been discharged and another’ had 
heen struck by the hammer, but had 
misfired. He arrested Lopez, and 
returned to the scene of the shooting, 
where he found the body, which lay 
about sixty feet from Stewart's store. 

Lopez was standing quite still when 
arrested, and did not seem excited. 


There was blood on his face, and a 
slight abrasion on his cheek. Emil 
Fredericsson, a brother of the man 


who had been shot, was kneeling be- 
side the dead man and was taking 
money from the pockets, 


Result of Poker Game. 


Emil Fredericsson, the next witness, 
said that he and his brother and 
others were at Stewart's bunkhouse 
and playing a game of poker in the 
afternoon, They had a_ bottle of 
whiskey, For some time the game 
progressed without any trouble, 
Later, however, a quarrel arose, and 
Lopez, who was playing, seized a ten- 
dollar bill belonging to the witness 
and walked out. Witness went to 
the door and saw Lopez standing out- 
side, about 80 feet from the shack. 
He walked up to Lopez and said “Give 
me back that bill.”’ Witness himself 
was drunk at the time and could not 
say whether he had fought with ac- 
cused. John Fredericsson came out 
after them, Lopez pulled out his 
gun and shot John Fredericsson, who 
was standing about six feet from 
him and an equal distance from wit- 
ness, 


Deceased Was Not Drunk, 
John Fredericsson had only had 
one or two drinks in the afternoon, 


Neither John nor he had any weapons 
in their hands when they went out of 
the shack after Lopez, 

Under cross-examination by Mr. 
Charlson, witness admitted that, ow- 
ing to the amount of liquor he had 
had, his memory on many points 
might not be good, but he was clear 
that accused had taken his ten dol- 
lars and had shot his brother, He 
did not remember striking accused on 
the nose, Deceased was not taking 
any part in the game, nor was he at 
all drunk,
